nature of which w ill be discussed at a 
caucus

right of governor generals to order of­ 
fenders to he tried bv military courts, 
allowing this to he done only in time 
of actual armed uprising.

Stolvpin wore present at the day’s sit­ 
ting of the council. 
The tone of their 
remarks tended to confirm the Rech’s 
surmise that the fall of the ministry 
has been postponed on account of the

of the Constitutional

cabinet. 
Premier Goremykin reiterat­ 
ed in private conversation tho state­ 
ment that he was anxious to retire.
